the hands of the State Banking Com- 
sioner, C. F. Enright. 

A decision to’turn the bank over 
to Enright was reached at a meeting 
between Enright and the directors 
and officers of the bank beginning 
last night and ending at midnight, 
when. in the presence of the direc- 
tors, Claude A. Baton and Wilson W. 
Seibert. State bank examiners, made 
their Official report. They had been 
going over the books since Thursday.

News of the settlement, which ways 
announced from Downing street last 
evening, spread throughout London 
with bewildering rapidity. Bus men 
and tram conductors quickly told the 
good tidings to their passengers who, 
however, for the most part refused toe 
be convinced until they read in ex- 
tra editions of the Sunday papers the 
three worlds: “Strike settled, offic- 
ial.” 

General Feeling of Relief. 

The general feeling appeared to 
be one of relief rather than of joy. 
and nobody seemed troubled much 
about the terms of the settlement. 

Railway men traveling home .n 
busses and trams with their wives 
were, however, in a state of glee, and 
they made the journey a sort of joy 
ride. 


The railway pickets outside the 


Euston Station were relieved by cvc- 
list orderlies, who rode up and 
shouted that cheery message: “Sat- 
isfactory settlement.” The men 
shook hands and the pickets left the 
station. 

The Daily News says: “The lead- 
ers on each side claim to have se- 
cured peace with honor. The defeat 
of the Government, in spite of the 
dual role which it was, unfortunate- 
ly, compelled to fill, would have 
been obtained without involving the 
whole of trade unionism in ruin, for 
it was abundantly clear that the 
unions of the country had resolved 
to go under themselves rather than 


stand by and see the railway men 


broken.” 

King George, who had hurried 
back to London from Scotland in 
consequence of the strike situation, 
took the keenest interest in its de- 
velopment, and while carefully re- 
fraining from any suggestion of tak- 
ing sides in the dispute, lost no time 


getting in close touch with both | 


parties. He was at work in his pri- 
vate room from an early hour deal- 
ing with documents from the vari- 
ous Government departments relat- 
ing to the situation and was in fre- 
quent telephone communication 
with some of the principal parties 
to the dispute. He learned with 
great pleasure, first from the Prime 
Minister and then from Thomas, 
that the strike had ended, and also 
arranged to have Lloyd George come 
to him at the palace at the earliest 
possible moment with the full terms 
of the settlement. 
Loss Totals Millions, 

Business men are inclined to esti- 
mate the total loss to the nation 
through the strike as approximately 
$250,000,000, according to the Daily 
Mall, but it will be a long time be- 
fore the cost is fully determined. The 
bills to be paid by the Government 
probably will amount to $5,000,000 
for each day of the strike, covering 
a variety of services necessitated, fn 


‘addition to the unemployment pay 


of those made idle by the stoppage, 
numbering more than 335,000. 
The loss to industry is far great- 


er. Perishable goods in many cases 
were destroyed; many works stopped 
operations, almost all export trade 


ceased, and orders were lost through 
the uncertain conditions. The rail- 
way men, who were out eight days, 
spent $16,000,000 strike pay, the 
emergency funds of the National] Un- 
ion of Railway men being depleted 
to that extent, and incurred besides 
many other expenses.

To build homes and sell them on terms within the 
reach of workers is the paramount purpose of the as- 
sociation.

At present prices for sites, 
materials and.labor, how can fit habitations be built 
for less than $4000 apiece? We see tiny, new-buijlt 
bungalows with modern improvements offered at 
much more. At $4000 each the first unit of capital 
will construct 500 dwellings, enough to accommodate 
families numbering 2000 or 2500 persons. 

But Jackson Johnson, president of the Municipal 
Housing Association, says that 15,000 new workers 
must be housed at an early date, which may mean 
60,000 or 75,000 persons, if they have families. Asa 
matter of fact, he believes that it is only a matter of 
a few months before 200,000 of new population must 
be provided for. 

Any organized movement for supplementing hap- 
hazard individual initiative in meeting the problem is 
important, but must not the housing association 
consider the erection of model tenements and com- 
munity service as a model landlord, as well as the 
erection of detached dwellings, for which responsi- 
bility ends with sale?

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WOMEN PROTECTED BY THE LEAGUE. 


In Article XXIII of the covenant of the League of 
Nations it is provided that the League shall have 
“general supervision over the execution of agree- 
ments with regard to the traffic in women and chil- 
dren, and the traffic in opium and other dangerous 
drugs.” 

The meaning of this provision has been violently 
twisted to imply that the diplomats who prepared 
the covenant recognized the traffic in women and 
intended that the League should recognize and regu- 
late that traffic. The Kansas City Star upholds 
this position, taken by one of its women readers. 

There have been and will be agreements between 
nations with regard to this traffic. Such agreements 
have invariably been so worded as to make it ex- 
tremely difficult, if not impossible, for the scoundrels 
who carry on this traffic to succeed init. It is recog- 
nized as illegal and heavy penalties are attached to it. 

But with no such supervision as this article in the 
League covenant is intended to provide, slackness in 
carrying out an agreement on the part of the offi- 
cilals of any nation can only be the subject of a pro- 
test on the part of others. With the covenant in 
force, any nation which discovered that officials of 
another nation were winking at or encouraging this 
illegal traffic could call the attention of the League 
to the matter and have the remedy applied. In this 
way women would be far better protected than they 
can be under the present lack of system or organiza- 
tion, in which every nation’s officials act without fear 
of supervision.

Something 
should be done to preserve them as an asset of the 
public. To convert their site into a railroad yard, 
or the uses of a tannery or foundry or canning fac- 
tory would be a desecration for which the people 
of St. Louis, as well as of Illinois, would be held in 
réproack.,

truth that the duty of every- 
one is to devote his life to his fam- 
ily and the state, these were the 
inherited principles which accom- 
panied me into the world when I 
left my parents’ roof. 

My parents were not wealthy; 
their long and faithful work had 
brought them no material §re- 
ward. Our happy and harmonious 
family life was conducted on very 
economical! and simple lines. Both 
my father and my mother sacri- 
ficed their all in providing for 
their six children. I take this op- 
portunity of thanking them before 
the whole world. 


I had a hard struggle to make 
ends meet when I was a young 
officer, but my enjoyment of life 
did not suffer on that account. 
Much of my time was spent in my 
simple subaltern’s apartments in 
Wesel, Wilhelmshaven and Kiel, 
reading works on history, military 
history and geography. I extend- 
ed and developed the knowledge I 
had acquired as a boy. 

I learned to be proud of my fa- 
therland and its great men, and 
ardently worshiped at the shrine 
of Bismarck’s powerful and pas- 
sionate genius. 

Gave Deep Devotion to Hohen- 
zolierns. 


The work of our reigning house 
for Prussia and Germany stood out 
in the clearest relief. The alle- 
giance I had pledged on oath de- 
veloped into a feeling of deep per- 
sonal devotion. As I followed his- 


| OVE of country, loyalty to my 


tory’ step by step, I became more> 


and more convinced that the safety 
of the country essentially depend- 
ed on the army and navy, in view 
of the fact that Germany had again 
and again been the battlefield of 
Europe. 

At’ the same time, my experi- 
ence of MNfe enabled me to appre- 
ciate and realize all that the fa- 
therland had done and was doing 
in times of peace in the cause of 
culture and humanity. 

My practical work for the army 
began in 1904, when I was ap- 
pointed to the Operations Depart- 
ment of the Great General! Staff. 
The culmination of my work there 
was my proposal for the milliard 
mark bill ($250,000,000). 

His Vision of Coming War. 

In our unfavorable military-po- 
litical position, in the center of 
Europe, surrounded by enemies, 
we had to reckon with foes great- 
ly superior in numbers, and pre- 
pare ourselves accordingly, if we 
did not wish to allow ourselves to 
be crushed. 


It was well known how Russia 
pressed for war and continually 
increased her army. She was in- 
tent on humbling Austria-Hun- 
gary once and for all, and be- 
coming mistress of the Balkans. 
In France, the thought of revenge 
had reviyed with renewed vigor: 
the old German Reichsland was to 
become French again. Among 
many other events in France, the 
reinstatement of the three years’ 
compulsory service left no doubt 
of that country’s intentions. 


England contemplated our eco- 
nomic ascendancy, our cheap la- 
bor and our restless industry with 
distinct uneasiness. Moreover, 
Germany was the greatest land 
power in Europe, and, at the same 
time she had a good fleet in course 
of expansion. This is what made 
England fear for her world hege- 
mony. The Anglo-Saxon felt his 
ancient supremacy threatened. 
The English Government concen- 
trated its fleet, which had had its 
base of operations until recently 
in the Mediterranean, in the North 
Sea and English Channel. 


Lloyd George's menacing speech 
on July 21, 1911, threw a vivid and 
sudden light on England's inten- 
tions, which had hitherto been 
conf®aled with great skill. It be- 
came increasingly certain that a 
war would be forced upon us, and

Asked for Big Army Increase. 

At the eleventh hour, in the au- 
tumn of 1912, when there was no 
longer any doubt as to the ene- 
my’s intentions, and the army was 
working with might and main 
with truly German devotion to 
duty, I drew up a plan for an im- 
portant increase in our effectives, 
which met with approval from 
both the more discerning sections 
of the public and the more far- 
sighted among our Parliamentary 
parties. 

I was able to induce Gen. von 
Moltke to approach the Imperial 
Chancellor with the plan, who 
Re gagtean have considered the 
situaNon exceedingly serious, for 
he immediately agreed to it. 

He instructed the Minister of 
War to prepare a bill, without, 
however, carrying on at the time 
any clearly defined and systematic 
political campaign calculated to 
gauge correctly the attitude of the 
various Powers. This should have 
occurred to him as a necessary 
conclusion. 

Having regard to the purposes 
for which it was conceived, this 
army estimate for a milliard 
marks was not of an aggressive 
character. It merely aimed at ad- 
justing the disproportion in the 
numerical strength, and had in 
view the absolute enforcement of 
universal compulsory service, for 
there were still thousands of able- 


bodied men who did not serve 
their country. 
The Budget provided for per- 


sonnel, but more especially for the 
strengthening of our fortifications 
and for more material. All this 
was voted, but what I had most 
earnestly desired, the addition of 
three new army corps, was given 
no consideration; it did not even 
appear in the estimate. 

Punished for Army Demand. 

The failure to provide these 
three additional army corps was 
paid for dearly later on. At the 
beginning of the war these addi- 
tional corps were sorely missed, 
and the new formations which 
were added in the autmn of 1914 
displayed all the defects of impro- 
visation. Later on, the new for- 
matjons were made stronger .at 
the start, but the existing corps, 
on the other hand, were weak- 
ened by the contributions they 
were called upon to make. 

However, before the whole Dill 
was passed, I was transferred to 
Dusseldorf, as commanding offi- 
cer of the Thirty-ninth Fustiiers; I 
attributed the change partly to my 
having pressed for those three ad- 
ditional army corps. 

Regimental work is full of life 
and activity. Animated  inter- 
course and constant and close co- 
operation with and for men who 
were entrusted to my care; the 
training of officers, N. C. O.s and 
men and the military education of 
the youth to manhood, particular- 
ly attracted me after a long pe- 
riod of staff work. For 13 years 
I had had nothing to do with the 
routine of a regiment. Now my 
chief work was the inspection of 
recruits. 

In the eighties of the last cen- 
tury I had on seven different oc- 
casions had charge of recruits— 
with the Fifty-seventh Infantry 
Regiment in old Wesel, and with 
Marine Infantry in Wilhelms- 
haven and Kiel.

Army to Awe Germans, Too. 

I realized all the more the great 
responsibility which rested on me 
as commanding officer Of the reg- 
iment, as I saw the coming war 
was rapidly approaching. In va- 
rious addresses to my officers I 
pointed out what extremely serious 
times we lived in. 

In the army I saw, not only the 
assurance of Germany’s safety and 
future, but also a guarantee of in- 
ternal peace. In 1913—thank God 
—there was not the least sign 
that the army would have to be 
used’ in that capacity. 

Discipline, to which officer and 
private alike were subjected, was, 
in my opinion, the only basis on 
which an ary could be effective- 
ly trained for war. Such a train- 
ing could only be acquired through 
long service. It is only what dis- 
cipline makes second in a man 
that is lasting, and outlives even 
the demoralizing impressions of 
the battlefield and the psychologi- 


cal changes wrought by a long 
campaign. 
It was our thorough discipline 


and training in peace-time which 

was to make up for our inferiority 

in numbers in the coming war. 
My aim was to turn highly-dis- 


ciplined troops into responsible 
men possessed of initiative. Dis- 
cipline is not intended to kill char- 
acter, but to develop it. The pur- 
pose of discipline is to bring about 
uniformity in co-operating for the 


attainment of a common goal, and 
this uniformity can only be ob- 
tained when each one sets aside 
the thought of his own personal 
interests—this common goal is— 
Victory. 

Words fail to describe the de- 
mand that are made of a soldier in 


t 
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ee 


battle. To go “over the top” 
under enemy fire is, indeed, an 
heroic act, but it is by no means 
the most difficult. How much 
resolution and readiness to shoul- 
der responsibility is required of a 
man who either has to lead or 
send others to certain death. 
Those are acts the appalling na- 
ture of which no one can imagine 
who has not himself had to per- 
form them. . 

Besides the care of the men and 
the education of the non-commis- 
Sioned officers —- an education 
which was also calculated to as- 
sist them in their future callings 
~—I attached the greatest impor- 
tance to increasing the efficiency 
of the Officers’ Corps and the 
training of the younger officers. 
While the personnel of the Regu- 
lar Officers’ Corps is always the 
same, the officers of the Reserve, 
the N.C.O’S and men chance con- 
tinually. 

So the Officers’ Corps is the 
mainspring of the army. The of- 
ficers must therefore be thor- 
oughly conversant with the army’s 
great deeds, and possess a com- 
prehensive knowledge of their 
country’s history, as it is expected 
of all men who have to lead oth- 
ers. Nothing can be torn from its 
historical context without serious 
prejudice. 


No one should forget that in 
times of danger the guardianship 
of the fortunes of the State de- 
volves upon the officer, supported 
by the N.C.O. This explains the 
exclusiveness of the Officers’ 
Corps and their holding aloof from 
political life. 

Regiment Named for Him. 

TI aimed at making my officers 
conversant with the conditions of 
modern warfare, and endeavored 
to strengthen in them that self- 
assurance which is essentia] to the 
fulfillment of their difficult task, 
but must not develope into arro- 
gance. 

I zealously devoted myself to the 
training and education of the reg- 
iment, and had afterwards the 
satisfaction of learning that it pro- 
vided its worth in the face of the 
enemy. It was a great pleasure to 
me when, in the course of the war, 
I was first placed a la suite of my 
regiment, and, later, appointed its 
colonel.
